Havana, September 17.—At a meeting 
Of rebel leaders held in the town hall of 
Bejucal today it was decided, after a 
number of violent speeches had been de- . 
livered, not to accept the peace proposi- 
tion of the government. 

It is not believed possible for the Cu- 
ban government and the insurgents to 
come to any definite arrangement in the 
matter of securing peace before the ar- 
rival in Havana of Secretaries Taft and 
Bacon. 

The only results thus far of President 
Palma’s order for the suspension of hos- 
tilities have been that liberal leaders, 
who hitherto have had eVery reason to 
expect arrest, are circulating openly in 
Havana again and even conferring with 
members of the government with regard 
to peace and that such insurgents in the 
field as have been consulted, while they 
express thémselves as agreeable to set- 
tling matters amicably, at the same time 
assume an independent attitude, which 
eannot be said to bode particularly well 
for a prompt settlement of existing dif- 
ficulties. 

Another party of emissaries left Havana 
this morning for El Cano for the purpose 
of negotiating with General Del Castillo, 
but it will be impossible to reach and 
confer with all the rebel leaders before 
Wednesday. The most hoped for now is 
that Secretary Taft on his arrival will 
find matters in readiness for him to be- 
gin adjudication. The moderates are 
not yet willing to make large concessions, 
ang neither are the liberals.

Neither Higdon cr Stiles Will Con- 
cede Defeat in ‘“‘Run Off’ Contest. 
Birmingham, Ala., September {7.—To-

“The busines interests of g communi- 
ty, or even of a whole section. would 
be but so many pawns in the politica) 
game to be sacrificed at will in the in- 
terest of the players. And aside from 
business interests which would thus be 
jeopardized, the contro) of passenger 
transportation in the several states by 
a political party or political machine 
would render conditions in some sections 
of the country absolutely intolerable. .

With kin- 
dred paternalistic and centralizing meas- 
ures which would speedily. follow, our 
dual system of government would be 
practically overthrown @nd our state 
legislatures would, in effect, be retired 
from business. :

This was because of whole- 
sale disturbances that. had occurred all 
during the night in the tenderloin and 
other districts. Whisky was at the bot- 
tom of it all, being decidedly the chief 
instigation. Several gangs of toughs were 
parading the streets and there were fre- 
quent fights. These were 
with parties of negroes, the whites usual- 
ly being the aggressors, it was said. 
Feeling between the races is greater 
than Savannah has known for a long 
while, the relations between whites and 
Dilacks in this city having been very 
peaceable and friendly. Since the agita- 
tion of the matter of the separation of 
the races ip the street cars,’ however, 
there has been less amity shown. Since 
the passage of,the ordinance rejuiring 
the separation by the city council last 
Wednesday and its being put into effect 
by the street railway company the feel- 
ing has crystallized into an intensity that 
was responsible. for Saturdays many

Dr. Wiley, in his address opening the 
hearing, said the commission desires to 
form rules to enforce the act so as to 
make the least possible disturbaneé to 
business conditions and to cause the least 
annoyance to the ‘manufacturers, jobbers 
and public. 

What the commission desires to learn, 
he said, was how to enforce the act, not 
how to prevent it. The law had two 
purposes in view—to prevent adulteration 
or misbranding. As the regulation of the 
inspection of meat and meat products 1s 
prescribed by act of congress, Wr. Wiley 
said, there was no need of discussing 
that point. 

Afiter listening to the arguments of the 
business men, the commission, he said, 
would draw up a set of rules to be ap- 
proved by the secretaries of ‘the treasury, 
agriculture and labor. 

William (C. Breed, attorney for the Na- 
tional Wholesale Grocery Association, 
asked the commissiun cto secure from the 
United States attorney general an Opin- 
ion relative to the value of goods which

Some Interesting History. 

Candidate McLendon and myself were 
both elected as members of the legisia- 
ture of 1884-1885, and Candidate Mc- 
Lendon was also a member of the legis- 
lature of 1886-1887. Hon. Hoke Smitn 
in his joint debate with “Plain Dick 
Russell’”” and in his speeches over the 
state, said that Dick Russell should not 
be elected governor because he y0ted, 
while a member of the legislature, for 
the bill allowing the railroads the right 
of appeal from the decisions of the rail- 
road commission, which bill if passed 
would have utterly destroyed the useful- 
ness of thé commission. In fact, the 
bill simply emasculated the railroad com- 
mission, and Mr. Smith, who then had 
contro! of The Atlanta Journal, pub- 
lished alist of honor members who saved 
the people and the railroad cOmmission, 
including such men as Steve Clay, Bob 
Berner, Lewis Arnheim and others. 

The Journal criticized very severely 
those members who were not on the 
honor roll.

REWARDS FOR CRIMINALS 
OFFERED BY GOVERNOR 


HIEF OF POLICE C. BE. UMSTHD,; 
of Coatesville, Pa., has forwarded 
Governor Terrell a claim for @ re- 

ward of $100 for the arrem there of 
dienry Harris, a negro, who was recently 
convicted in Liberty county of the mur- 
der of R. A. Curtis, and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. Through e curious feature 
of the law, this reward, though once of- 
tered, cannot now be paid. 

The murder was committeed by Henry 
Harris and other negroes in Liberty coun- 
ty on August ‘I5, 1900. The reward of 
€100 for Harris’ arrest was offered by 
Governor Candler. When Governor Ter- 


rell came into office in 1902, in accord- 
ance with law, he revoked outstanding 


rewards offered by the former governor, / 


and in this cage no new reward was of- 
fered. The arrest was made in February 
last, afid the trial and conviction of Har- 
ris took place this month. Under the 
law, therefore, Umsted cannot collect the 
reward.

Important Insurance Law. 

There was passed at the recent session 
of the legislature an important insurance 
law, about which there has heen consid- 
erable inquiry since the adjournment of 
that body. 

This law requires that if any reference 
is made in any fire or life insurance pol: 
icy to the application yor such policy or 
to the by-laws of the company, then such 
application or such by-laws mus€ be at- 
tached to the policy and made a part o; 
it, otherwise they cannot be enforced in 
evidence in any court in ese state. 

The mew law, which is important but } 
brief, is as follows: 

“From and after the edssage of this 
act all] life and fire insurance policies is- 
sued upon the life or property of persons 
within this state, Whether issued by com-

county that the secretary of state pre- 
pares no ballot whatever, but only sends 
out a form for a return of the various 
precinct elections, and a form of con- 
sOlidated return, which includes all the 
precincts of the county, and is made up 
the day after the election. The law re- 
quires that on: these consolidated and 
precinct returns he shall place the names: 
of all candidates regardless of party, but 
this is merely intended as a conventence 
to assist the election managers in making 
up their returns. 

Neither the secretary of state nor the 
ordinaries have any power whatev‘r over 
the offictal democratic ballot, the form 
of this ballot is determined by the state 
democratic executive committee, and ccn- 
tains the nominees of the democratic 
party and no one else, nor should any

The Dry ( Goods Market. 


New York, September 1|7.—The feature 
of the dry goods market today was the 
number of repeat orders in small lots, 
coming in from customers all over the 
country.
